How prevent work stoppage, slow down, feather-bedding 
how maintain high morale, sense partnership between man- 
agement and labor: these are major jobs for speech industry. 


What connection there between, the one 
hand, what managers say and how they say it, 


and, the other, the will work? 


This question pinpoints two notable features 
the current industrial scene. One what has been 
called the number one worst job being done today 


managers, viz., oral communication; the other 


attitudes toward work. Research and experience 


strongly suggest that the two are intimately re- 
lated. 
The author has asked many supervisors in- 


dustry, “What your job irritates you most?” 


typical reply has been, “Having trouble getting 
men their work.” line with what Alex- 
ander Heron calls the “withholding effort,” 
this prominent aspect work situations to- 


day. ranges all the way from outright refusal 


work, the form the strike, through con- 
scious restriction production, varities 
“soldiering” the job. 


Historically, have tried motivate men 


work voluntarily, cooperatively and more efficient- 
through the use money. Much effort has been 
expended devising elaborate wage, incentive 


and benefit schemes. Yet strikes, attempts re- 


strict production, attitudes reluctance work 


are occuring time when the financial reward 
for work the highest level our history. 
appears that our estimate what men want from 


work has been inadequate. 
Fifty manufacturing executives were recently 


ing worker productivity. Forty-four per cent 


them replied, “Money alone the answer.” An- 
other 28% responded, “Money far the chief 
thing but some importance attached 
less tangible things.” The remaining 28% said, 
Money important but beyond certain point 
will not produce results.” 


The last opinion, reflecting the ancient insight 
that men not live bread adone, pointed 


what employees have said importance 
them their work. Extensive research has shown 
that along with wages (plus allied factors such 
and job security) men place 
premium the values being satisfied the 
job, working organization which they 
can proud, having good relations with their 


superiors and fellow workers, the chance use 
their own ideas and the opportunity make sug- 
gestions. The human needs which these latter 


factors reveal are not met the stark relationship 


“your labor for our money.” 


Apparently—without, course, discounting the 
necessity financial compensation—a revision 
our strategy getting men work called 


are heed the findings current research, 


the background and techniques the new ap- 
proach will have “employee-centered,” not 
“production-centered.” 


The objective any manager secure pro- 


duction, schedule, and standards quality 


and quantity. manager 
exerts constant pressure get out the job; 
emphasizes that men should stay their places 


and really work; likely make frequent 
checks see that they so; and tends 


stickler for 100% attendance and punctuality 
and discount failures this respect alibis; 


makes much production charts and reports 
scrap and error. 

The employee-centered manager, the other 
hand remembers that people are not machines. 
His question is, “How can deal with people 
that they want cooperate willingly ef- 
ficient work?” finds out man’s interests and 
abilities and tries locate him job for which 
fitted. considers the personalities his 
men and attempts place those together who 


like each other. knows the outside interests 
his people, their family and community status, 
and any problem arises, listens them 
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conferences and gives possible help. 
out ways man can develop his and 
aids getting him promoted. 

was found one investigation that 80% the 
supervisors high-producing sections had em- 
ployee-centered attitudes and methods, while 70% 
the supervisors low-producing sections were 
production-centered. 

light these basic considerations, what 
practices are available managers for changing 
attitudes toward work? may anticipate 
saying that greater measure employee partici- 
pation work must made possible. have 
lauded the idea cooperative teamwork; now 
have afford employees the opportunity being 
the team. here that attitudes and practices 
oral communication are highly significant. 


need, for one thing, take another 
look how induct and indoctrinate new em- 
ployees. think going like here” how 
would like them feel after the introductory 
hours. How important our speech for that 
impression! Some interviewers 
and other managers seem look upon the new 
man just another production machine. Verbal 
information given him largely limited where 
and when works and the date gets paid. 
may well get the ‘small cog big wheel” 
feeling. One group supervisors suggested tour 
for the new employee which would see and 
have explained him the plant production pro- 
cess and how the job would fitted into the 
whole. One new employee was almost thrown out 
plant guards because first reporting for work 
went che wrong gate. One the guards 
shouted the other, “Hey, Jim, imagine that guy 
trying get here without badge!” can 
hinder promote the will work new re- 
cruit what say and how say it. 

encourage participation letting em- 
ployees things and keeping them ‘in the 
know.” One characteristic the successful team 
that the members know what going on. 

Managers can ill afford not talk frequently 
with employees about matters vital them. Re- 
search indicates that they wish know much 
more than the essentials told them when they 
were hired. They want know about the com- 
pany itself, its products, policies; reasons for 
changes methods; how their jobs fit into the 
whole; income, profits, losses; outlook for the 
business; 

consider the unrealistic ideas employees 
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about the company profit figure stupid, yet 
managers seem strangely reluctant discuss the 
matter. The author suggested one executive 
that his supervisors their training program 
might want such information. replied, “They 
ask such questions; they ought 
thankful they have job.” contrast, another 
plant manager, recognizing that waste reduction 
cannot adequately handled his foremen 
without basic information, makes 
discuss with them periodically the standing the 
company respect costs and profits. His at- 
titude willingness talk and the face-to-face 
discussions with his men about company “secrets” 
partly account for their willingness work. 
also decry annual demand for more 
money. But not this lack realism due part 
the fact that employees are not given oppor- 
tunity managers talk over how much 
left after all expenses have been paid? The will 
work can hindered unwillingness talk 
about things our employees consider important. 


Giving information has other aspects. When 
one supervisor reported his superior that 
was keeping his own men informed about changes 
their jobs, his boss exclaimed, “Don’t tell ‘em 
nothin!” company where the author has 
conducted training, group supervisors com- 
plained that they were not kept informed de- 
velopments. One them who had been listening 
remarked, “You fellows don’t town often 
enough.” Could some plants operate without the 
grapevine? 

The will work can promoted letting 
employees intimate company affairs and 
willingness talk over with them things about 
their organization. 

Cooperation, the “team spirit,” voluntary 
effort, are enhanced when periodically let em- 
ployees know how they are doing. The writer 
submitted group supervisors the question, 
“During the past year, has your performance been 
talked over with you your immediate supe- 
rior?” Anonymous replies were: “Yes,” 34%; “No, 
and doesn’t matter me,” 12%; “No, but think 
should have been,” 50%. From the same group, 
regard how they thought they stood with 
Top Management, replies “Not sure” were 
follows: respecting Job Performance, 35%; Job 
Security, 39%; Chance Advancement, 72%.

foreman known the author encourages his men 
intervals rate their own performance.

Talking over with employees 
how they stand stimulates participation. 


managers really want willing, efficient 
teamwork, must give our employees the right 
think, the opportunity express the results 
their thinking, and let our decisions 
This calls for aggressive solicitation employee 
opinion and suggestions. means willingness 
listen when man wants talk—listening elo- 
quent communication. means talking over with 
him both his good and poor ideas. means hold- 
ing group conferences with employees over work 
problems for which not have answers and 
requesting their help. The will work released 
when men consider themselves rated mature, 
thinking individuals whose opinion sought. 

Other basic considerations could added 
the foregoing. For instance, managers need 
ask, What the relation job training em- 
ployee attitudes toward work? Here, what say 
and how say crucial, for the content and 
the manner its presentation job instruction 


largely determine whether man gets real 
left confused. again, how does clear under- 
standing employees their responsibilities 
and duties affect how they feel toward the organ- 
ization, their superiors and equals and their jobs? 
man knows these only the extent they are ex- 
plained him. And yet again, how the kind 
and consistency discipline related man’s 
willingness work? disciplining, premium 
what the superior says and how says it. 

Enough has been said indicate that can 
longer rely money the sole motivating 
factor the work situation. must release the 
energies men, but more particularly tapping 
resources that are peculiarly human. People will 
participate project they feel themselves 
necessary and are allowed make contribu- 
tions toward its fulfillment. 

Through what say and how say it, 
managers can cooperative, 
efficient work—by getting people properly started 
their organization; letting them know clearly 
what expected them; giving them adequate 
training; keeping them informed what going 
on; encouraging them think and offer sugges- 
tions; letting them know periodically how they 
are doing.

the Deafness 


Nearly everyone has, sometime, encountered 
deaf person and attempted carry con- 
versation with him means speech and 
speechreading. Invariably the reaction has been 
that the speech the deaf person was not in- 
telligible that hearing person, and the 
question arises, “Why not?” must remember- 
that you and can speak because 
hear other people speak. speak English be- 
cause have heard English spoken all our lives. 
had heard nothing except Chinese would 


probably speak Chinese. 


One the most difficult problems the field 
deafness for the average laymen comprehend 
this relationship between hearing and speech. 
One the milestones the history the educa- 
tion the deaf was when Cardano 1561 made 
the discovery that there was nothing necessarily 
wrong with man’s speech organs simply because 
was deaf. For many centuries men had be- 
lieved that man could not hear, necessarily 
could not speak. Today, fortunately, the clinics 
colleges, universities, and hospitals are called 
Speech and Hearing Clinics and not Clinics for 
the Deaf, Clinics for the Hard Hearing. Thus, 
the name implies multiple handicap, one con- 
cerning hearing and one concerning 
However, such clinics stressing speech and 
hearing must not misled into believing that 
speech and hearing are the only problems 
which they are still keenly aware. 

The teaching speech child born deaf 
without doubt the most difficult job the educa- 
tional world. The person who becomes deaf the 
age sixteen has speech and language patterns 
already established. will probably need cor- 
rective speech because cannot hear his own 
voice and correct his own pronunciation. child 
becoming deaf the age six years has heard 
speech but has developed only limited vocabu- 
lary; hence his pronunciation mastery not exten-

sive. The task teaching him will infinitely 
more difficult than teaching the person deafened 
the age sixteen. 

But the supreme task teach child who 
has been born deaf and who has never heard 
Virtually his only conception sound 
through the visual and tactile approach. When 
realize that child born deaf often comes pre- 
school primary school for the 
deaf not even knowing that he, himself, has 
name, let alone knowing there such thing 
sound, then realize what miracle that 
many deaf people have good speech today 
they do. then that can see what 
supreme accomplishment for Helen Keller 
speak well she does, having been deprived 
both sight and hearing from such early age. 

However, another mistake 
the average person regard the deaf 
assuming that, when speech acquired the 
deaf, all his handicaps have been removed. 
Deafness, itself, responsible for many things 
besides the inability hear. educational 
handicap, especially acquiring language. 
often social handicap, because even deaf per- 
son with good speech frequently finds himself 
difficult follow rapid conversation when 
number people are involved. However, despite 
all these difficulties, hundreds deaf people over- 
come their handicap deafness and lead nor- 
mal, well adjusted lives. They mix socially and 
work, not only with deaf people but with hearing 
people. 

The first school for the deaf the United States 
was located Cobbs, Va. was established 
1815 member the Braidwood family from 
England, family with long history the teach- 
ing the deaf. Braidwood’s school Virginia 
was oral school. ceased operation after two 
years. 
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OVERCOMING THE HANDICAP DEAFNESS 


The first permanent free 
school for the deaf the United States was es- 
tablished Hartford, Conn., 1817, the Rev. 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet. had become in- 
terested the deaf because the deaf daughter 
his neighbor, Dr. Mason Cogswell. group 
citizens the community had collected sum 
money and had sent him Europe. After failing 
attain his goal England, Gallaudet went 
Paris the invitation the Abbe Sicard, where 
studied the school for the deaf Paris that 
had been established the Abbe The 
system used that school the time was the 
manual method, that combination the 
language the signs and the manual alphabet. 
The teaching speech and speechreading were 
well known the French school that time, but 
there were not enough trained teachers make 
use it. Also, was felt that the deaf child need- 
acquire much such short time that 
was better teach him subject matter, manually, 
than teach him only speech, which might 
might not intelligible. 

The growth the teaching speech the 
deaf the United States has ben gradual, but 
has increased continually. During the years fol- 
lowing the establishment the first school 
Hartford, Conn., speech and speech reading had 
begun offered single course the 
schools for the deaf. The first fulltime teacher 
speech, articulation was called that 
time, school for the deaf the United States 
appointed 1857, the American Schools 
for the Deaf established 1867, Northampton, 
Mass., and the Lexington School for the Deaf, 
New York City, 1867. The Horace Mann Day 
School for the Deaf, oral school, was. establish- 


According the January, 1954, American An- 
nals the Deaf, 22,100 pupils were enrolled 
schools and classes for the deaf the United 
States during the past year. this number 14,157 
were enrolled residential schools for the deaf, 
1,954 day schools, 4,046 day classes, and 1,- 
private and denominational schools and 
classes. the 14,157 residential schools, 9,258 
were being taught the Oral Method, 1,142 
the Non-oral Method, and 3,771 the Combined 
Method. the Combined Method the teacher 
speaks and the same time uses the language 
signs and the manual alphabet. Also, the student 


can benefit from the use hearing aid, 
encouraged use it. the 1,954 day schools 


and 4,046 day classes, all were being taught 
the oral method. the 1,943 private and de- 
nominational schools, all were being taught the 
oral method. question always being asked 
why all deaf people cannot taught speech and 
speech-reading. There are always certain num- 
ber who cannot benefit this method, and 
person should deprived education merely 
because his inability acquire information 
through certain method, the Combined System 
used nearly all state residential schools. The 
term Combined System means arrangement 
school where both oral classes and manual 
classes are conducted.

versities the United States and Canada. There 
were such clinics reported hospitals the 
United States and Canada, and such clinics 
schools for the deaf. The services rendered 
such clinics are remedial work speech and hear- 
ing, audiology, mobile speech and hearing units, 
hearing aid, otology, hearing tests, hearing aid 
selection, otological examination, auditory train- 
ing, speech training, speech-reading, social serv- 


vocational counseling, job placement, social 


programs, classes for parents preschool child- 
ren, classes for deaf and/or hard-of-hearing adults, 
and classes for deaf and/or hard-of-hearing child- 
ren. 

During the past half century, among the great- 
est factors helping people with impaired hear- 
ing overcoming their handicap have been the 
increased use hearing aids, the use standard- 
ized tests schools for the deaf, and the aware- 
ness parents what they can help 
hearing-handicapped child. 

Without doubt the hearing aid one the 
great achievements the field hearing this 
century. However, must remembered that 
because countless hard-of-hearing people, some 
deaf pupils with some residual hearing, are helped 
hearing aids, does not mean that hearing aids 
will necessarily help all deaf people. the 22,100 
pupils reported being enrolled schools and 
classes for the deaf the January Annals, 8,007 
were reported using group hearing aid and 
5,105 were reported using individual hear- 
ing aid. totally deaf person should more 
criticized for not wearing hearing aid than 
totally blind person for not wearing spectacles. 

The increased use standardized tests 


schools for the deaf has helped greatly, especially 
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making comparisons between hearing pupils 
and deaf pupils. The great difficulty drawing 


valid conclusions from such tests the language 
factor. Great the handicap speech for the 
deaf, because the lack hearing, the handicap 
the field language caused the lack hear- 
ing just great. 

The great awareness the part parents 
what they can help their deaf children has 


increased much the past twenty years. Many 
schools now have Parent-Program where lectures 


and demonstrations are given effort en- 
list the aid parents, especially the field 


speech. The John Tracy Clinic Los Angeles, 
founded Mrs. Spencer Tracy, has done out- 
standing pioneer work this particular field. 


The great need the field the education 
the deaf today for well-trained, well-qualified 


teachers. This has always been true the field 
deafness since the first school was founded 
Hartford, Conn., 1817. present there are 
twenty-one training centers the United States 


for teachers the deaf. June, 1954, there were 
129 graduates these departments. This replaces 
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about half the number who annually retire 
One reason for few teachers going into 


this field teaching the great amount 
special training necessary. 

the present trend continues, the latter half 
the twentieth century should see closer coopera- 


tion between medical schools, hospitals, and 


schools and classes for the deaf, and increase 


the scope speech and hearing clinics 
colleges, universities, and hospitals. 
trends will help carry services for helping 


people overcome the handicap deafness, trend

Hartford, Conn., 1817, and with the founding 
the first college for the deaf, Gallaudet College, 


Washington, C., 1864.

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best ways accomplishing this fairly active 
participation and leadership public meetings. 


And chiefly through skill speech that such 


participation most readily achieved. 


The lawyer’s own nature another reason for 
his need ability public speaker. The very 
fact having chosen the law profession 


indication that the typical lawyer has abid- 


ing interest the problems the community and 
devising applying means dealing with 
them. hard imagine individual being 
drawn the law unless has real concern with 


the rights and duties individuals; the philo- 


sophy and practice political, social, and eco- 
nomic organization; the regulation behavior; 
the characteristics private and public owner- 
ship property; and the inter-relationships 


groups and individuals. With such interests 


these, the lawyer drawn the compulsions 


his own curiosity and sense duty discuss the 
practical facts community life. drawn 
his own nature into conversations, informal dis- 


cussions, committee assignments, 
speaking. can hardly help dealing with the 


challenges and requirements the society 
which lives.

This basic inclination the lawyer assisted, 
stimulated, and directed public demand.

the days Hamurabi and Solon, peoples have 


turned naturally their lawyers community 


and national leaders. accident that among 
the highest achievements William the Conquer- 
the Domesday Book, nor that Buonaparte 


turned large share his constructive energies 
into formulation the Napoleonic Code. Society 
definition organized human relations. Some 
these organized relationships are educational, 
some are spiritual, some are military. For these 
the teacher, the minister, and the professional 


soldier are all called upon for guidance their 
special realms. But very large proportion the 
working elements human society are dependent 


upon relationships that must formulated, de- 
fined, and interpreted. This great and diverse 
body regulations comprises the law the land. 
Lawyers are expected their under- 
stand, to. explain, and provide leadership 
dealing with incredible variety problems. 
This leadership function lawyers leads their 
selection for entirely disproportionate number 
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political offices, ranging all the way from jus- 
tice the peace President the United States, 


The way which this leadership exercised lies 
primarily the skillful uses speech. 
SPEECH FOR SELF-DEFENSE 

The need for ability speaker, 


however, does not rest wholly upon 


ary foundations. direct result both the 


complexity the law and its penetrating in- 
fluence into practically every phase individual 
and community life, the great mass the people 


balance their admiration for lawyers with de- 


gree suspicion and distrust them. Back 


1698 the Colony Connecticut carried 
statute books law which classed lawyers with 
drunkards and keepers disorderly houses. “As 
slick Philadelphia lawyer” and “So complica- 


ted even lawyer understand it” are 


common phrases which reveal modicum this 
old colonial attitude. Probably few any lawyers 
have escaped being told the rural gentleman 
who read tombstone the inscription, “Here 


lies lawyer and honest man,” and thereupon 


exclaimed honest bewilderment, “Why did they 
have bury them both one grave?” 

many layman the complicated legal verb- 
iage deed property, income tax law, 


simple bill sale suspiciously regarded 


evidence that the lawyers are either trying 
cheat the public sponsoring “lan- 
guage the law,” which shrewd attorney can 


interpret the advantage himself his client; 


or, the very least, that this special terminology

ing demand voiced the United States and 
Britain for the unification, integration, the 
Western European Nations which have 


been giving economic and military aid under the 
ECA and NATO. This study will deal with Wins- 


ton Churchill’s plan reconstruction, first offered 
1943, which was basically concerned with form- 
ing United States Europe. 

The authors world peace proposals fall into 


two categories, those who advocate 


schemes and the two schools federalists which 
content themselves with the organization 
single region. 

The idealogical unionists ask for federal union 


the democratic peoples the world and hope 


that due course other nations will recognize the 


sagacity such government, become democracies 
themselves, and thus welcomed into the union. 

The European unionists regard Europe the 
world’s storm center and give special attention 


peace problems this area. Among this group, 


however, are those who step farther and ad- 
vocate regional arrangements sub-continental 
scale. The emphasis, course, still placed 
Europe. proposal falls into this cate- 


gory.

Since the end the second world war America 
and England have been very much concerned 
with the Soviet Union and with Western Europe. 
The Soviet Union has been exceedingly vigorous

ergetic Russia. Actually, the Soviet Union con-

munism has expanded extending its influence 
among peoples within country. This strategy 
has met with little success where people live com- 


fortably and reasonable equality. countries 


where the reverse true Communism has large 
following. 


follows that anything that reduces the num- 
ber hungry, ill-clad otherwise dissatisfied 


people Western Europe, will actually help 
blunt this tool the Soviet Union. course the 


reverse also true. Anything that would lower 


the standard Western European living would 
create dissatisfaction, insecurity and feeling 
oppression and this turn would stimulate and 


aid the spread There one main 


conclusion drawn from this reasoning. 


Western Europe’s economic problems are not 
solved, and especially should they take turn for 
the worse, the possibilities for Communistic ex- 
pansion would greatly enhanced, 


This not only true because takes economic 


strength produce the arms and equipment for 
defense but even more important the fact that, 
modern times least, only people who are 
reasonably well off and free from sense op- 


pression and who are satisfied with their govern- 


ment show much enthusiasm 


Naturally, there are exceptions, but recent history 
full instances armies disintegrating when 
the men them not feel any great stake 
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the outcome. Philip Mosely warned 1948: 
The strengthening Western Europe 


through closer economic 


rangements will enable become third 
great power, side side with the Soviet 
Union and the United States. Whether con- 
solidated Western Europe becomes cushion 


between Russia and the United States 


outpost American power, the result 
equally opposed Soviet leaders. For them 


for the Cominform, recovery Western 
Europe means relative weakening the 


Soviet position the world. 


Basically then, this the problem. Western 


Europe without unity shows promise being 
economically strong. this the case, will 
unable defend itself against any type ag- 
gression should the need arise. And there 


reasonable possibility that strong economic- 


ally, politically, and militarily, the need defend 
may not arise. 


The foregoing has been attempt show 
the desirability unionization from the European 


standpoint. The reality the Soviet menace 
beyond doubt and there little disagreement 
about the Soviet threat Europe. There the com-

once divided into few great Empires, French, 


German, Austro-Hungarian, Russian was split- 
into smaller and smaller fragments. Some the 
nations which succeeded achieving independ- 


ence did not number more than 


people and, their weakness, became easy prey 
the pressures first Nazi Germany and then 
Communist Russia. 

The experience which reflects 
proposal, aimed peace through united Eu- 


rope, has basis the two major attempts 


Europe organized effort preserve peace. The 
first was the Congress Vienna 1814, which 
ended that World War. The second was Ver- 


saille 1919, which ended another World War. 


From Vienna sprang the Holy Alliance which 


was quickly transformed into the Quadruple 
liance which Great Britain, Austria, Prussia, 
and Russia agreed work together preserve 


and enforce peace. This functioned somewhat ef- 
fectively for few years but finally split and 


there emerged the “Concert Europe”. This Con- 
cert Europe was not defined regular meeting 
organization definite power but practice 
which the leading powers would get together 


emergencies. This helped during many crises but 


finally broke down against the factors which 
created the World War 1914. “The Concert 


had its weaknesses but did give the world one 
the longest periods freedom from global war 


has ever experienced nearly one hundred 
years,” wrote Herbert Hoover and Hugh Gibson 
1943. 


The second attempt was the much more “pre- 
cise and definite organization” the League 


Nations. The experiences the League showed 
that operated under decided handicap. There 


were least thirty nations from outside Europe 
dealing with troublesome European questions 
policies. 
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the assembly the League, each 
these nations, matter how unfamiliar with 


European problems had equal vote with 


the nations Europe. This world organiza- 
tion was only too often drag the settle- 
ment strictly European problems, which 


made the vast bulk League activity. 


Today Europe cannot regarded single 
community. Not only broken bound- 


aries and tariffs, longer even shares com- 
mon heritage tradition. The continent now

This speech caused much debate throughout 


Britain and probably elsewhere whether

Despite this attempted whitewashing, however, 
the world remained somewhat sceptical his 
intentions. The French press (in February, 1936) 
questioned his offer friendship with France. 
April 14, 1936, his effigy was hanged

and Fascism and December the same year 
was burned effigy City College New 
York student demonstration. 

December, 1935, Fortune magazine conduct- 
survey some 3,000 individuals distributed 
age, sex, geographical section, size city 
and economic level. The editors ask (in the Janu- 
ary, 1936 issue): “Are the various anti-war organi- 
zations—of which there are reported some 
200 New York City alone—succeeding mak- 
ing truly pacifist nation? There are evidences 
both sides—sporadic conscientious objections 
taking the oath allegiance, saluting the flag, 
colleges, against the fact that 
parties invariably stress the promise adequate 
national defense and that the administration

The December, 1935, poll revealed that 80.3% 


those interviewed felt that they would

this time the isolationist sentiment was very 
strong this country. Only 29.8% those polled 
felt that the U.S. should join the League Na- 
tions war Europe should averted through 
the action the League Nations. Apparently 
this time (January, 1936) the people this 
country viewed Mussolini greater threat 
world peace than was Hitler, and this despite the 
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occupation Austria. Nowhere the Fortune 
surveys (in 1935-36) was this writer able find 
any reference American public opinion con- 
cerning the occupation Austria. Indeed the 
editors state that .the dangers being em- 
broiled war abroad, which have been des- 
and off the front pages ever since 
Great Britain sent her fleet the Mediterranean, 
have impressed upon the public consciousness the 
comforts complete isolation from crises that 
may spring from unheard-of-corner Africa.” 

Isolationist feeling was strong the United 
States 1937. Germany had occupied Austria 
(1935) and the Rhineland (1936) and had with- 
drawn from the League Nations (1935). Dr. 
Elton Atwater article, “Organizing American 
Public Opinion for Peace” the Public Opinion 
Quarterly, reveals that “fifty patriotic organiza- 
tions (national) with active peace committees, 
crease international understanding and countless 
and peace committees are en- 
deavoring one way another influence 
American opinion behalf peace.” 

These may divided into five general groups 
thought which are emphasized the most ef- 
fective methods preserving peace. One group 


feels that peace can best secured through mili- 
tary and naval preparedness the part the 


Prominent this group one finds the 


American Legion, Veterans Foreign Wars, 
Daughters the American Revolution and the 
Navy League the United States. 

The other four general groups thought are: 
Emphasizing the strengthening the League 
Nations prevent war through organized col- 
lective action and sanctions. The League Na- 
tions Association would representative this 
group. Adopting strict program neutrality, 
with the refusal let the United States become 
base war supplies. Members this group feel 
that war cannot prevented sanctions but 
only concessions and peaceful changes. The 
National Council for the Prevention War would 
representative this group. Emphasizing 
absolute pacifism and the refusal participate 
any war. The War Resisters League represen- 
tative this group. Emphasizing replacing the 
system with socialist system pro- 
duction for use instead for profit. The League 
for Industrial Democracy representative this 
latter group. 

Dr. Atwater reveals that the National Peace 


Conference, meeting February, 1937, repre- 
sented sixteen the most active national peace 
organizations and twenty-one national organiza- 
tion books, magazines, etc. all phases in- 
used these organizations arousing American 
public opinion include publication and distribu- 
tion books, magazines, etc. all phases in- 
ternational relations and peace; promotion 
study groups and institutes; films, newspaper pub- 
licity, etc. For example, the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace distributes many publica- 
tions free charge 836 libraries and Inter- 
national Relations Clubs colleges. The National 


for the Prevention War has special 


division which devotes its full time encourag- 
ing peace action among labor organizations. 
World Peaceways prepared full-page advertise- 
ments, graphically portraying the consequences 
war and 1935 (the year such aggressive 
acts the occupation Austria and the conquest 
Ethiopia) sixty-four such advertisements ap- 
peared publications with total circulation 
15,941,332. 

Another pacifist method was legislative lobby- 
ing. The National Council for Prevention War 
and The Women’s International League for Peace 
and Freedom had been active this field for 
several years the time Dr. Atwater’s report. 
August, 1935, for example, the efforts the 
National Council for Prevention War were 
conspicuous helping secure passage 
temporary arms embargo act Congress. 

third anti-war move consisted general 
campaigns for peace. February, 1937 the War 
Resisters League, which concentrates the en- 
rollment individuals who have determined 
refuse support all war, had 12,813 active mem- 
bers. From September, 1935, through December, 
the Womens’ International 
Peace and Freedom conducted campaign de- 
signed get citizens every country demand 
that their governments cease all increases arma- 
ments and use existing machinery for peaceful 
settlement disputes. December, 1936, one 
and one-half million signatures from countries 
the western hemisphere had been obtained. 
1936 and early 1937 the Emergency Peace Cam- 
paign sponsored series mass meetings over 
500 cities arouse public support for “strong 
neutrality legislation.” 

American Institute Public Opinion surveys 
were conducted more than 600 field reporters 
situated all parts the country. questions 
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national importance the number voters in- 
terviewed, George Gallup and Clark Robinson 
reported, “runs from 3,000 50,000, depending 
the problems involved. Whatever the size 


the sample, the cross-section constructed that 


residents Montana, for example, have the same 
proportional representation the sample 
the nation whole; income groups the 
sample are proportional income groups the 


body the nation; and through various 
classifications special interests character- 
istics. Every institute sample tested for its pro- 
portional accuracy with respect six factors: 
representation states, men and women, 
urban-rural distribution, age, size income 
and political partisanship.” 

December, 1935, 72% the individuals poll- 
felt that should build larger navy, 
January, 1938, 74% those polled answered this 
same question the affirmative and March, 
1938, 73% those polled felt that larger navy 
would more likely keep out war than 


would get into war. 
June, 1937, 77% those individuals polled 


agreed that one more nations were responsible 
for the present armament race. Only 38% those 
polled felt that Germany was the responsible na- 


tion. June, 1937, 66% those persons who were 
polled favored world disarmament conference. 


The strength isolationism the face grow- 
ing threats full-scale war powerfully shown 
the results the following American surveys: 


January, 1937, 62% felt that the United States 


could stay out another European war and 


poll conducted April that year revealed 
that 70% those polled felt that the participation 
the the World War was mistake. 


slightly earlier poll (November, 1936) indicated 
that 95% those interviewed felt that the United 
States should not participate another World 
War; yet poll conducted August 1937 re- 
vealed that 73% those polled felt that another 
World War would occur and 30% agreed that Ger- 
many would responsible for starting it. 
interesting note that another poll conducted 
that same month indicated that 77% those 


citizens interviewed felt that Germany was chief- 
guilty causing the World War. 


Since Adolf chief target attack—and, 
theoretically, the motivating factor for most not 


all his aggressive action from 1935 Septem- 
ber 1939—was the Treaty Versailles, the re- 
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sults the following poll are interesting: the 
question (presented August, 1937) you 
think the peace treaty after the war was too easy 
too severe Germany? 41% those polled 
answered that was too easy, 30% that was too 


severe and 28% felt that was about right. Re- 
membering that November, 1936 95% those 
polled had responded that America should not 


take part another World War, interesting 


note that April, 1938, 54% those contacted 
stated that was their belief that the United 
States would not have fight Germany again 
their lifetimes. 


From October, 1937 March, 1938 the Ameri- 


can Institute Public Opinion conducted series 
public opinion polls Great Britain. 
conducted October, 1937 revealed that 83% 
the British subjects polled felt that another 
major European war broke out, Great Britain 
would drawn into it; yet poll British men 
which was conducted two months later indicated 
that 62% would not volunteer serve the 
armed forces such war. Apparently the British 
people felt that, despite increased tension, there 
was immediate danger war, since 92% 
those polled had not taken 
against air raids. also interesting note that 
empire-minded Britons were not favor (76% 


November, 1937) returning any her former 


colonies Germany. 

the months which followed the Munich 
agreement (1938) the American Institute Pub- 
lic Opinion polled number Americans 


order obtain fairly clear picture the Ameri- 


can attitudes toward Germany. November, 
1938, 92% those polled said that they didnt 


believe Hitler when said that had more

for number years. interesting note 
that, stated earlier this report, August, 
1937, 30% those polled felt that Germany would

many and Italy would jointly responsible. 
quite apparent that Hitler’s demanding speeches

also interesting observe that increas- 
ing number Americans were becoming more 


conscious the fact that this country would 
eventually become involved any full-scale Eu- 
ropean conflict. Five times between January, 1937 
and August, 1939 number Americans were 
asked this question, “If there war, you 


think the United States will drawn into it?” 
January, 1937, 38% felt that this country would 
involved; July, 1938, 54% answered the 


January, 1939 57%, those con- 


tacted stated that was their belief that 


would become involved, and April, 1939, this 
figure had been increased one percent. 
August, 1939 (less than one month before the in- 


vasion Poland touched off World War II) the 


percentage those answering the affirmative 
had jumped 76%. 

February, 1939, 62% those polled felt that 
Germany and Italy defeated England and 
France war, they would then start war 
against the United States. must, however, 


reported that despite this apparent cognizance 
Hitlerian aggressive aspirations, only 23% those 
polled December, 1939 felt that the Czecho- 


slovakian war crisis was the most interesting news 


event 1938.

Mr. Magsaysay spoke next. began with 
announcement English that brought cheers. 
would, said, speak both English and 
Tagalog. One might have expected discourse 
English followed translation into Tagalog, 
vice versa. Instead, there was combination 
English and Tagalog that rather defies descrip- 
tion. First, there were several paragraphs given 


fluent Tagalog with apparent effort. Numbers 
(ten thousand, fifty million) and dates (1954) 
were always given English. 


Speaking Tagalog, Mr. Magsaysay took 
the various criticisms levelled him his op- 


ponent, Mr. Quirino, and the Liberal Party: his 
inexperience, his youth, his lack education, his 


“vulgar” manners. the charge “inexperi- 


said yes, was inexperienced graft 


and corruption; being “young,” answered 
that was young enough have new ideas and 
able carry them out for the benefit the 


people. being “uneducated” and “just 


Mr, Magsaysay retorted that was 


good mechanic, and that good mechanic was 
needed put the government back first-class 
condition. ringing words—English—he promis- 
ment make the people happier through fuller 
life. 

Returning Tagalog, said that had been 


accused mixing too much with the people, 
shaking hands with many them, something 


characterized “vulgar” his opposition. 


considered it, said, honor shake hands 


with the common people because was the hands 
the common citizen that made the nation. 
There followed appeal English “stay to- 


gether this fight until win, to- 
gether, build the nation strong, hold onto 


our ideals and act together for better life 
for all people.” The audience broke into cheers 
which lasted two minutes. 


Mr. Magsaysay talked for hour and twenty 
minutes. When stopped was because 


additional appointments speak nearby towns. 
made five other talks that night many 


towns, finished about four the next 
morning. every case the people clamored for 
more. 

Mr. Magsaysay’s voice strong, somewhat 


metallic quality. There was trace strain 
huskiness; never cleared his throat touched 


the glass water the stand. His gestures were 


almost continuous up-and-down sawing 


manner, somewhat awkward and too large (he 
had changed and improved his gestures the 
time inauguration came around.) leaned far 
out over the balustrade frequent intervals 


though close his people. result, his 
voice boomed out over the microphone one 


moment and then failed register all other 


times. frequently mopped his face with 
handkerchief. His vocabulary was more colloquial 
than that Mr. Garcia, and spoke much more 


rapidly than did his running mate. 


Again, the audience was most attentive, happily 


responsive, cheering statements both English 
and Tagalog, laughing the jokes, and yelling 
vociferously the emotional appeals. one 


booed anything anybody; throughout the en- 


tire evening there was total absence booing, 


such have our American political tradi- 
tion. 
The third and last speaker, Mr. Cea, running 


for the Senate, was the only one native the 


region, and therefore, the only one speak 
the dialect the region, Bicol. would, said, 


speak Bicol, because was “the language 
our homes—your home and mine,” and the audi- 


ence applauded and cheered.

All Sons should the arena patron viewing 
intense father-son conflicts enacted, perhaps, only 
five feet away. Whatever “greater intimacy” means 


the arena director, can never mean more than

Challenge 


Recently, over Radio Station WQXR, heard 
recording prominent actor reading Brown- 
Last Duchess. The reading began ele- 
gantly. The voice was beautiful, and 
maintained admirable balance between metre 
and sense. But, progressed, became in- 
creasingly apparent that had clear under- 
standing what was reading. His 

“and choose 
Never stoop.” 
and 
“Nay, well 
Together down, sir.” 
were especially inaccurate. 

When had finished, got out the first Dart- 
mouth Recording Project record and played the 
Earl Wynn reading the same poem. think the 
difference, favor Mr. Wynn’s interpretation, 
would have been obvious almost anyone. 

This experience brought forceably mind 
that has long been lingering there: How 
unfortunate that, when poetry read, 
the best readers poetry are not employed 
the reading. 

Which not say that actors writers 
read well. John Carradine, Osbert and Edith Sit- 
well, Katherine Anne Porter, John Guilgud, Dylan 
Thomas, and Lynn Fontanne are among those who 
do. But the more one listens the new recordings 
poetry made actors and authors, the more 
impressed the fact that most the read- 
ers are not their tasks. And why should they 
be? should more expect poet skillfully 
his works aloud than should expect 
skillfully act his plays. for the 
actors, most them simply not have the cul- 
tural background that one needs good oral

Perhaps 
also assumed that record given voice 
“important”. doubt is, historically, but 
recorded poems are going accepted 
art form, this sort importance should yield 
the aesthetic importance insuring that the poem 
well interpreted. 

not believe, however, that recorded poems 
will ever accepted art form, for the 
reasons have stated above. unlikely that the 
producers records could persuaded 

One finds this spectacularly true the actors 
many radio plays, especially movie actors. Their dismal 
interpretations, their thin, raucous uncultivated speech, 


their total inability read dialect, all are irrelevant 
the main consideration—their publicized “personalities.” 
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change their ways and use qualified readers 
performers. And this being the situation, feel 
that most the records available for use sup- 
plements teaching interpretation are very 
little value, nor can look forward future 
recordings being any better.
